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Marriage does 
have rewards 


Married couples may 
receive $25 refunds

BELLEVILLE — Couples mar- 
ried prior to December 1986 may get 
an unexpected windfall from the Il- 
linois Attorney General's Office. 

Clerks in St. Clair and Madison 
counties have handed over to the 
state the $25 domestic violence sur- 
charge that’s been collected on each 
marriage license. 

Money from the domestic violence 
surcharge was intended io fund 
domestic violence programs 
throughout the state. Once $10, a 
1984 law raised the sufcharge to $25. 

The Illinois Supreme Court ruled 
the charge unconslitutional in early 
1986. The case involved a Cook Coun 
ty couple. 

More than 80 counties, including 
St. Clair and Madison counties, have 
filed a request in Sangamon County 
seeking direction on how to best re- 
fund the money. 

The attorney general is auditing 
records kept by each county to 
determine how much each must 
refund. 

Refunds are being processed by 
Cook County. Before local couples 
can expect a refund, the court must 
determine how much money is 
availabl 

A De ber 1986 court order forc- 
ed St. Clair County to stop collecting 
the surcharge, said Clerk Janice 
Delane. The county now charges $15 
to process the marriage license. 

Madison County Clerk Evelyn 
Bowles has given the county’s sur- 
charge fund to state officials.

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Mom sends money to her son, the ambassador 


WASHINGTON — What's a mother 
to do when her son gets a prestigious 
job and needs to keep up appear- 
ances? She sends a check. of course. 

Estee Lauder, the cosmetics ty- 
coon, wrote out a check for $150,000 
last May and sent it to the State De- 
partment for the “gift fund” at the 
American embassy in Vienna, where 
her son, Ron, is ambassador. The con- 
troversial gift funds were a Reagan 
administration idea — since termi- 
nated — designed to give an ambas- 
sador more money for entertainment 
than was provided by the sometimes 
miserly “representational fund” al- 
lotted by Washington. 

Mom's generosity may have been 
whetted by the fact that the tax-de- 
ductible: donation would allow Am- 
bassador Lauder to keep pace with 
the lavish entertaining style of his. 
predecessor, Helene von Damm — 
who, like Estee Lauder, was Austri- 
an-born. But the size of the Lauder 
donation shocked the bureaucrats in 
Foggy Bottom, who were accustomed 
to gifts of $5,000 or so. 

With diplomatic timidity, State De- 
partment officials sat on the $150,000 
until October, when news stories ap- 
peared on possible gift fund abuses by 
Ambassador Faith Ryan Whittlesey 
in Switzerland. That ended the bu- 
reaucrats’ five-month hesitation: The 
Lauder check was returned to sender 

Lack of his mother's check did not 
deprive Ambassador Lauder of mon- 
ey for extracurricular goodwill ges- 
tures. State Department sources told 
our associate Lucette Lagnado that 
when he learned that the embassy’s 
1986 summer youth employment pro- 
gram was in need of funds, Lauder 
wrote out a check of his own for 
$10,000 and gave it to the program. 

Meanwhile, alerted by the news 
stories on the Whittlesey expendi- 
tures, which reportedly included en- 
tertainment of wealthy Americans 
who had donated to her embassy fund, 
the House Foreign Operations Sub- 
committee ordered a General Ac- 
counting Office investigation of all 
the embassy gift funds. The subcom- 
mittee, headed by Rep. Dan Mica, D- 
Fla., is planning hearings on the 
funds. 

Here are’some of the expenditures 
von Damm made d her tenure at 
the Vienna emba according to the 
GAO auditors: - 

In September 1985, she spent 
more than $13,000 to take some 400

Danube River. The tab included boat 
rental, restaurant meals, fireworks 
and a photographer to record the 
event: 

— In August 1985, von Damm 
dipped into the embassy gift fund to 
buy a $600 coat as a birthday present 
for Dagmar Koller, wife of Vienna's 
mayor. Cable traffic between the em- 
bassy and Foggy Bottom revealed an 
initial reluctance. in Washington to 
approve the expenditures; it was fi- 
nally OK'd after the fact. 

— In December 1985, von Damm 
played the gracious hostess to Attor- 
ney General Edwin Meese, his son 
and their wives, who stopped off in 
Vienna while on a European tour. The 
ambassador, who worked in the White 
House while-Meese was there, threw 
a party for the visitors. She also ar- 
ranged tickets to the Vienna Opera 
production of “Fidelio,” at a cost of 
$317.28-for five tickets. The. purpose 
of the expenditure was “to Turther 
USS. interests,” according to the em- 
bassy voucher.

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan’s decision to ask Congress 
to fund a Superconducting Super 
Collider was greeted with under- 
standable jubilation by Mlinois of- 
ficials who believe the state has a 
good chance of becoming the site 
for the giant atom smasher. - 

For the most part, the focus has 
been on the positive aspects — the 
$6billion investment providing 
4,500 construction jobs and 2,500 
staff jobs at an accelerator that 
would draw scientists worldwide 
in a quest to learn more about-the 
fundamental nature of matter by 
colliding beams of protons moving 
at nearly the speed of light. 

This giant machine that Energy 
Secretary John Herrington calls 
the “crown jewel of high energy 
physics” has at least 20 states and, 
by some accounts, as many as 45 
states interested in providing the 
site. 

One of the key reasons Illinois is 
a prime “contender is that costs 
could be pared by $500 million if 
the equipment at Fermi National 
Accelerator Laboratory, home of 
what is currently the world’s most 
powerful accelerator, is used to 
inject particles into the collider. 


But the colossal size, impor- 
tance and cost of the project that 
make it so attractive to the many 
potential host states also work 
against it. 

Concern in the scientific com- 
munity that the collider’s cost 
could drain funds from other sci- 
entific research will be getting in- 
creased visibility now that the 
Reagan adminiStration hag deci 
ed to push the project on Capital 
Hill. 

And that concern will be -re- 
flected in Congress, particularly 
by lawmakers who fear projects 
in their states might be cut or 
abandoned to finance the collider. 

Those fears are not lost on some 
of the most ardent backers of the 
collider, who hope the Reagan ad- 
ministration will not fund it at the 
price of other research. 

Gov. Thompson, who has been a 
steadfast promoter of the project, 
is aware of the concerns in the 
scientific, community that the 
Super Colfer would be “‘compet- 
ing with and maybe crowding out 
other projects,” according to 
Galen Reser, head of Thompson’s 
office in Washington. 

‘Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill., supports 


r 
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the project — if the costs are not 
taken from other research. 

“If you are talking about build- 
ing this and pulling away other re- 


Rep. Dennis Hastert, the York- 
ville Republican whose district in- 
cludes Fermilab, said he has not 
heard any recent expressions of 
concern about the collider bump- 


~~ ing other projects. But he also said 


one of his primary concerns is 
Fermilab’s fate if the collider is. 
built elsewhere and Fermi no 
longer‘has the “state of the art” 
accelerator. _ . 

Officials at Fermi, which will 
spend $20 million this year just to 
pay the electric bill for its new 
accelerator, are not expecting to 
lose operating funds if the federal 
government decides to build an 
atom smasher 20 times: as power- 
ful as Fermi’s Tevatron II.

Illinois parks attracted record crowds 


Attendance at Illinois’ state 
parks, conservation areas and 
other’ properties during 1986 
totaled 33.4 million visitors, the 
highest turnout ever, as seven 
sites recorded more than one 
million patrons. 


Horseshoe Lake State Park in 
Madison County attracted 103,541 
persons in 1986. Its attendance 
was 52,503 in 1982, 58,619 in 19383, 
64,077 in 1984 and 88,745 in 1985. 

The new state attendance 
record eclipses the old one ‘of 
33.2 million, set in 1978, and is 
close to 1.5 million better than 
last. year’s figures, according to 


a year-end report prepared by 
the Conservation Department’s 
Bureau of Public Lands. 

Heading the list of park sites 
having more than a million _visi- 
tors was Illinois Beach State 
Park near Zion, with 1,942,968. 
Runner-up was Chajn O'Lakes 
State Park in McHenry and 
Lake counties with 1,413,371 
tors. In third place, 
1,405,975, was Pere Marquette 
State Park near Grafton. 

Other million-plus sites were: 
Giant City State Park, Carbon- 
dale, 1,348,155; Rock Cut State 
Park, north of Rockford in Win- 
nebago County, 1,284,498; 
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Starved Rock State. Park south 
of Utica in LaSalle County, 
1,269,475, and Kankakee River 
State Park, along the Kankakee 
River in Kankakee and_ Will 
counties, 1,167,097.

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James 
Thompson’s new call for legisla- 
tion creating a ‘Southwest (Illi- 
nois) Regional Development 
Authority” was endorsed by 
area legislators. 

‘Thompson again called for leg- 
islation creating the authority to 
spur new economic development 
in-Madison and St. Clair. counties 
in his ‘State of the State’’ 
speech for 1987. ‘ 

The governor called the 
authorty a ‘local, state, private 
sector partnership to bring to 
the Illinois side of the river the 
beginnings of the prosperity now 
found on the Missouri side in the 
Metro East, seemingly just a 
few feet away, but in reality, 
worlds apart. 

“The election is over and turf 
battles must be put aside,” 
Thompson added in his address 
ta a-joint session of the General 
Assembly. 

‘Last year, a bill pushed by the 
Thompson administration to cre- 
ate the authority was sponsored 
by Rep. Jim McPike, D-Alton. 
But McPike decided not to call it 
for final passage in the House 
because of a dispute over the 
legislation between St. Clair 
County Democrats. 
___Rep._Wyvetter Younge, D-East

As May 1787 drew near, Phila- 
delphia was abuzz with excite- 
ment. The great convention to 
revise the Articles of Confedera-

Enough delegates had arrived 
by-May 25 for a quorum of sev- 
en states to be declared. On that 
day, the revered George Wash- 
ington was unanimously chosen 
president of the convention. 

A lesser-known, but just as 
significant, act of the convention 
also occurred during the opening 
days. In establishing the rules 

* that were to guide the meeting, 
the delegates approved a mea- 
sure allowing them to reconsider 
any matter at a later time—even 
those that had already been vot- 
ed upon.

Still, the food 
is very distinctive. And the set- 
ting is unique. 

Old warehouses are common 
in the Huron stretch of down- 
town. And Rich Melman, a Chi- 
cago restaurant mogul who is 
the head of Lettuce Entertain 
You, turned an old warehouse 
into an Italian bistro to create 
Seoozi. The atmosphere is casual 
chic. It’s fun to stand near the 
bar-and watch people mill about. 
It’s like a fashion show, but 
you’re not in Milan or Florence. 
And heaven knows you must 
have something to do to pass the 
time waiting for a table. That’s 
the bad news. 

Scoozi is just two months old, 
so many. Chicagoans are check- 
ing the place out.

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Brandt finishes 
successful career

CHAMPAIGN — With the white 
hood from his sweatshirt covering 
his sweaty head, and a slight cut 
giving a somewhat pinkish tint to 
his left cheek, Paul Brandt stood 
with a tired look on his face Satur- 
day morning. 

For the Granite City 
167-pounder, the 50th annual Il- 
limois State High School wrestling 
tournament had been a long one.
